The train was stalled, and 
soon the rioters u war/mud about had 
drawn all the coupling-pine. Then a 
troop of cavalry and ft company of in- 
fantry came down upon the mob. The 
cavalrymen used their sabera and club- 
bed their pistols and the foot soldiers 
pruddcd freely with their bayonets. 


In the struggle two nhots were lired 


by the soldiers, though no one was hit. 
Tho strikers wero finally put to Might. 
A number of rioters nought refuj-o in the 
cottage of tho striking yard foreman. 
^oldierH afterwards raided the house and 
arrested twcnly-ouo men. Several of 
tin; rioters 
were severely cut, and 


bruised. The freight train was run to a 
jMtlu track and abandoned.

heBistency. The excitement in the court 
room waa intense. Several of the spec- 
tators reached for their hip pockets and 
announced their intention to

Others securely barred the 
doora leading to the court room and 
threateningly declared their intention of 
resisting the regulars. Wliile the ex- 
citement was at fever heat the assistant 
district attorney arose and waved the 
regulars back.

After the excitement had sub- 
sided, Judge Catlin ordered the three 
prisoners remanded to the custody of 
the chief of police. They are charged 
with stealing an engine at Dunamuir.

REGARDING ARBITRATION. 


THK llm;iii.tCAN in commenting fa- 


vorably upon the proposition to estab- 
lish ft national court of arbitration has 
not done so without an understanding 
that it is a radical step in legislation, 
and tliftt objections worthy ol considera- 
tion may be urged against it. H be- 
lieves, however, that stronger arguments 
can be adduced for arbitration than 
against it. The first argument in ita 
favor is that there is now no legal 
means of settling disputes between or- 
ganized labor and organized capital, and 
the necessity for arbitration or some 
other means bus become absolutely im- 
perative. 


It requires no alarmist to Bee danger 


even to the perpetuity of tho govern- 
ment in the conditions which now pre- 
vail, and with inaction they fire prac- 
tically certain to grow worse instead of 
better. Organized labor and organized 
capital will simply strengthen their or- 
ganization, and every succeeding clash 
will be more widespread and disastrous 
iu its results. The effect upon the in- 
dustrial and social conditions of tbe 
country under n regime of war between 
such powerful, organized torces is not 
difficult to forsee. 


It muflt be plain to all tliinkinu; per 


sons that some means ot settlement or 
control must be provided. 
If not arbi- 


tration or some aimilar method, the 
alternative ia stern restrictions upon 
organisation and a standing army suf- 
ficiently strong to overawe the elements 
of turbulence which will not decrease 
under restriction. The latter method is 
certainly as objectionable in a 
free

Not only that, but 
there IB * state of the public mind, 
cnuBcd largely by tho fact that many 
worthy and industrious people find it 
difficult to get enough employment to 
fiupport themselves and families, which 
mftkw it nniiafe to refuflc tho privilege 
of work to honest, industrious while 
men and women in order that it may be 
given to aliens of another rnK«. 


This sentiment is intensified by the 


knowledge that Hie Chinese are still 
upon our coil after having fwi »»i«d their 
right to be here. The present adminis- 
tration overetcpped its constitutional 
right In suspending the operation of a 
law which would have effectually and 
permanently relieved the white laborinK 
masses of this country from competition 
with the Mongolian hordes which have 
secured a foothold here. 


Taking all them things into consider- 


ation, THK llKl-unucAN not only con- 
uideraitaKricvouswrongbut an act of 
folly upon the part of any employer to 
give the prefertncu to Chinese labor. 
No one can 1)C blind lo the fact that 
during an industrial crisis which de- 
prives hundreds of our best people of 
the privilege of earning more than a 
moat precarious livihood, that the law 
is upheld and public peace preserved 
with ranch more than usual difficulty 
THK Kuril nu CAN insists upon the main- 
tenance of law and order under all 
cumstancee, but it also considers it its 


^ 
condition and not a theory which con- 
fronts UB, and one course or the other 
will eventually havu to be takei 


It will be urged, of course, that justice 


will not always bo attained through 
arbitration, and that it requires a sur- 
render ol rights which people should be 
}»ernnttcd to enjoy. The same objec- 
tions can be urged against all i-ourtB of 
law and equity, but they are none the 
ICES necessary for the preservation of 
society. Men arc privileged to appeal 
to the law to settle nearly all disputes 
excepting those in regard to compensa- 
tion for labor. Wngea are held to bo regu- 
lated by the Inw of supply nud demand, 
and the indvidual liberty of employer

true in the earlier days when both 
capital and labor were represented by 
individuals, and neither htul become a 
vaet, organized machine, capable of 
exercising powers which disturb and 
mny even destroy the prosperity of mil- 
lions of people. 


It is a new condition of affairs which 


tlie law-making [unctions of the govern- 
ment are called upon to deal with, and 
new measures, we confidently believe, 
are necessary it the rights of the great 
mass of the people are to bo preserved 
from destruction by organized capital 
and organized labor.

between capital and labor, we reproduce 
he following excerpt from an editorial 
n the LOB Angeles Times:

A large 
lion sprang upon him and literally toro 
liis Ufa out before tlie eyes of tho spec- 
tators. Nothing could bo dono to save 
tlio man. Nothing can ever bo dono in 
such i\ case. 


Perhaps tho best safeguard against 


these dreadful accidents—a safeguard 
better than hot irons or revolvers—is a 
ready lino of hose, with a strong pressure 
uf water, which can bo turned on at u 
moment's notice. It has been found that 
a lion struck by n powerful stream of 
water will drop his bleeding victim 
when prodding with iron hooks or simi- 
lar measures will only make him hold on 
the tighter. 


Tims it is absolutely fatal to the 


tamer to fall wito imy fear. As soon as 
he pets tho idea tliat ho is going to lie 
killed ho had better give up tho work 
at onre, or the chances are that ho will 
be killed.—Cleveland Moffett iu Me- 
Clnro'B Magazine.

The matter of jurisdiction would 
have to be governed by well defined 
rules, and as ft matter of course com- 
plaints without BUlh'cient cause would 
be dismissed as they are in any other 
court
